The  Marquis  of  Halifax  said,  "Education   is  what  remains  when  we  have  forgotten  all  that  we  have 
been  taught."     It  is  unlikely  that  many  of  us  will  long  remember  the  characteristics  of  the  sonnet  or  the 
meaning  of  metonymy,  but  our  days  at  school  will  not  have  been  in  vain  if  there  remains  with  us  something 
of  the  ideas  and  ways  of  looking  at  life  that  we  met  in  the  classroom.     These  may  have  been  encountered 
as  we  studied  the  writing  of  some  master,  or  may  have  arisen  casually  in  the  discussion,  or  as  we  browsed 
in  the  library.     Of  some,  we  may  have  been  only  vaguely  aware  at  the  time;  yet  they  remain  to  shape  our 
entire  outlook  on  life. 

An   important  part  of  our  education  is  learning  to  read  critically  and  to  express  ourselves  accurately. 
"Reading  makes  a  full  man,"  said  Bacon,  "conference  a  ready  man,  and  writing  an  exact  man."    On  the 
job,  precision  is  required,  and  to  understand  the  momentous  events  of  our  age  we  need  an  ability  to  sift 
truth  from  falsehood   in  the  abundance  of  information  that  modern  communications  bring  to  us  daily.     In 
these  days  of  almost  universal  literacy,  we  tend  to  forget  that  there  are  levels  of  understanding,  and  that 
we  cannot  afford  to  cease  to  learn. 

Although  we  have  television  and  spectator  sports,  let  us  remember  the  joys  of  reading  that  a   liberal 
education  brings.     Emily  Dickinson  put  it  this  way: 
There  is  no  frigate  like  a  book 

To  take  us  lands  away, 
Nor  any  coursers   like  a  page 
Of  prancing  poetry. 

This  traverse  may  the  poorest  take 

Without  oppress  of  toll; 
How  frugal   is  the  chariot 

That  bears  a  human  soul!

Language  Department 


Languages  should  represent  to  you  the  most  glamorous,  most  challenging  field  of  education  in  our  entire  curric- 
ulum. In  my  department  we  teach  you   French  and  German. 

French!  What  a  fabulous  word:  When  you  hear  it,  visions  of  Paris,  the  city  of  lights  and  magnificence  flash 
through  your  mind. 

The  lilt  of  magnificent   French   Operas,  musicals  and   songs  daily  echo   in  our  ears. 

The  names  of  French  scientists,  the  Curries,    Louis   Pasteur,  have  become  household  words   in  the  civilized 
world. 

Your  studies   in   French  will   be  the   introduction  to  an   intimate  acquaintance  with  the  wonderful  world  of  old 
France  in   Europe  and   New   France  in  Canada. 

The  contribution  of  German  men  of  letters,   scientists  and  musicians  are  too  great  and  numerous  to  mention. 

In  this  school  we  begin  the  study  of  French  in  Grade  9  and  carry  it  on  for  five  years  to  graduation.  Some  of  our 
students  become  so  attached  to   it  that  they  take  six  or  seven  years  to  graduate! 

We  start  German   in  Grade  1  1  . 

Some  of  you  may  raise  the  question  "Why  do  we  study   Languages?"   If  the  enrichment  of  the  mind,  which  I  sug- 
gested, does  not  impress   you  sufficiently  enough,   I  can  offer  you  a  second  reason.   The  Universities  demand   it  for 
admission  to  their  hallowed  portals.   In  plain   language  you  cannot  go  to  University  unless  you  have  at  least  one 
foreign   language.  Why?  Because   Universities  think  that  even  a  modest  knowledge  of  a    Foreign   Language  is  the  mea- 
sure of  a  cultured   lady  or  gentleman. 

If  you  wish  a  third  reason,  the  knowledge  of  Foreign    Languages  is  the  key  to  a   large  number  of  fascinating, 
well-paying  jobs  —  the  diplomatic  service,   interpol,  the  international  world-wide  police  organization,  espionage  — 
counter  espionage  —  every  one  of  you   is  a  potential  James   Bond  —  or  Mata  Hari,  queen  of  the  lady  spies.   Foreign 
buying,   international   commerce  and  banking;  united  nation  agencies  abroad;  all  have  great  opportunities  for  persons 
who  know  foreign   languages. 

The  greatest  number  of  students  study  French  for  the  very  obvious  reason  that  we  are  a  bilingual  country.  Over 
one  third  of  Canada's  population  have  French  as  their  first  language.  Now  I  would  like  to  give  you  a  few  hints  which 
should  make  your  study  of  languages  easier  and  more  enjoyable. 

To  illustrate:   In  the   French  class   you  are  performing  —   doing  things,   building  up  habits,  saying  things  and 
understanding  what  other  people  are  saying   in    French.  At  first  you  are  not   learning  facts,  but  just  building  up  habits 
—  pronouncing   French  sentences  and   learning  the   right  time  to  use  the  right  sentence  and  getting  so  much  practice 
that  when  you  hear  one  of  your   French  sentences   you'll  understand  at  once  what   it  means. 

We   learn  most  easily  when  we  pronounce  half  aloud.  We  profit  immensely  by   listening  to  our  own  voice,  uttering 
the   foreign  sounds.   It  is  quite  probable  that  most  people   learn   language  twice  or  three  times  more  easily  when  they 
use  their  voices   in  the  study  of  words,  phrases  and  sentences.  Study  half  aloud! 

It  is   unwise  to  study  vocabulary  from  word   lists.  Word   lists  are  commendable  for  consultation  and  as  a  final 
check  on  words  which  we  have  previously  read  and  studied   in  context.  The  best  way  to   learn  words   is  to  read  the  text 
in  which  they  occur  so  frequently  that  we  are  no   longer  conscious  of  reading  a   foreign   language  and  that  all  the 
foreign  words  call  up  definite  ideas   immediately  —   in  other  words,  that  our  comprehension  of  that  particular  text  has 
become  direct. 

Learn  vocabulary  from  context. 

Repetition   is  the  first  requirement  in  all  real    learning.  We  seldom  remember  things  which  we  have  read,  heard  or 
learned  only  once.  We  must  read,   hear  and   learn  them  frequently   if  we  want  to  retain  them.  This   is  especially  true  of 
languages  which  require  us  to  form  entirely  new  habits.  There   is  only  one  safe  way  of  learning  for  keeps,  and  that  is 
frequent  reviewing. 

The  aims  represented   in  our  foreign   language  classes  are  understanding  and  reading,  writing  and  speaking.   If 
you  prefer  one  or  two  of  these  to  the  others,   stress   it  or  them  in  your  homework.  You   learn  to  understand  by   listening, 
to  read  by  reading,  to  speak  by  speaking,  to  write  by  writing  and   in  no  other  way. 

And  now   I  wish  you  all  a  useful,  and  pleasant  time  mastering  your  favourite  foreign   language.

Geography  Department 


The  Geography  department  at  Central  offers  courses   in  all  three  programs,  occupations,  four  year  and 
five  year. 

In  the  occupations  program  it  is  a  one  year  course  that  covers  Canada  and  its  world  position. 

In  both  grades  nine  and  ten  in  the  four  and  five  year  programs,  Geography  is  a  compulsory  subject. 
The  courses  are  composed  of  regional  studies  of  Eurasia,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Africa  and  the  British 
Is  les. 

In  the  final  three  years  of  the  five  year  program,  Geography  is  an  optional  subject.    Students  who  do 
well   in  History,  Geography  and  Science  in  grades  nine  and  ten  usually  find  Geography  a  stimulating  sub- 
ject. 

The  grade  eleven  course  applies  these  concepts  to  various  regions  around  the  world.  Grade  thirteen 
is  the  study  of  Canada. 

There  is  a  Geography  course  for  the  grade  eleven  and  twelve  four  year  Arts  and  Science  program.  It 
has  been  offered  at  Central  in  the  past,  but  with  the  wide  range  of  options  already  available  at  Central  the 
Geography  option  has  been  discontinued  for  the  present.

A  suitable  approach  to  the  guidance  program  is  spotlighted  in  a  recent  book  by  Elder,  Brewer  and 
Huff.     It  is  very  well  worth  reading  in  its  entirety.     Here  are  a  few  random  thoughts  from  it. 

As  a  secondary  school  student,  you  are  expected  to  assume  more  responsibility  for  your  own  pro- 
gress and  decisions.    This  is  one  of  the  principal  differences  between  elementary  and  secondary  school. 
Most  students  like  secondary  school  because  they  enjoy  being  treated  like  mature  people. 

Of  course  you  will  not  be  left  entirely  on  your  own,  nor  will  you  find  your  teachers  calm  and  uncon- 
cerned if  work  is  neglected.  But  the  choice  between  actually  working  and  just  getting  by,  between  being 
a  serious  or  an  immature  student  -  gradually  these  choices  will  be  your  own. 

Some  of  the  major  difficulties  that  beset  students  are  the  following: 

1 .  the  intelligent  budgeting  of  time. 

2.  uncertainty  about  vocation  and  educational  goals. 

3.  confusion  in  the  selection  of  subjects. 

4.  worries  concerning  social  adjustment. 

Obviously,  you  are  not  expected  to  cope  with  such  problems  on  your  own.  To  assist  you,  Guidance 
Services  are  available.
